The com ic book industry, w hich w as born about 40 y ears

rate of less than 200 million. G row th resu m ed in the 1960s, 
and currently m ore th an 300 million com ic books a re sold 
annually. 
Som e 25 per cent of young adults now read com ic books 
or m agazines, particu larly at the college level. A trend 
tow ard 
topicality h as cap tu red the affections of 
a 
sophisticated new generation of read ers, says P ublisher 
Stan Lee, who puts out a n u m b e r of com ic books, in­ 
cluding one called “ C razy," a satirical m ag azin e ribbing 
the establishm ent.
